[n effecting the permanent organization 
of the Senate, this morning, all the 
members who were elected as Indepen- 
dents voted with the Democrats, ex- 
cepting Mr. Buehler. of Cook, 
wants it distinctly understood that he 
is a Republican, as be always has been, 
notwithstanding the fact that he went 
with the Independents two years ago 
The caucus nominee: as made last night 
were all elected. Mr. Plumb, Inde- 
pendent, was chosen President pro 
tern., and upon taking the chair made 
a brief speech thanking the members 
for the honor conferred. 


Mr. Jones, Democrat, introduced 


resolution the adoption of which woulc 
elect all of the coalition caucus nomi 
ness in an omnibus. A subetitute was 
offered by Mr. Moderwell, containing 
the names of the nominees of the Re 
publican caucus. This waa tabled and 
the first resolution adopted. An effort 
was made to have the vote reconsider- 
ed, in order that some of the members 
might a'r the record of J. J. Crow- 
ley, First Assistant Secretary, Thomas 
Wolf, Second Assistant Secretary, as 
to their conduct as Clerk of House 
and Enrolling and Engrossing Clerk, 
respectively, during tbe session of the 
Haines Legislature two years ago. 
This also failed, bat Senators Whiting 
and Moderwell gave notice that they 
would file a protest against the election 
of officers all in one resolution, and as 
this is a privilege which cannot be de- 
nied they will have an opportunity of 
putting upon record a good many 
things which those two secretaries will 
not like. 


In the House the first business was 


the report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, submitted by Mr. Morrison, 
of Moruan, to (he etlect that all the 
certificates of election of members were 
in regular order. 


A resolution wag adopted inviting 


Chief Justice Sheldon to administer 
the oath of office to the members elect 
of the House. 
The Chair appointed 


Messrs, Rowett, Ilerrington and Phil- 
lips, of Franklin, a committee to wait 
upon Judge Sheldon. Some unimpor- 
tant business was transacted, when the 
committee returned and announced that 
Judge Sheldon would be ia the ball at 
12 o'clock, consequently at 11 o'clock 
alrecess was taken until that hour, 
when the members were all sworn in 
in a body. 


The House then proceeded to the 


election of permanent officers. 
Mr. 


Westfall nominated for Speaker Mr. 
James Shaw, of Carroll. Dr. Rogers 
nominated Mr. Samuel A. Buckmas- 
ter, of Madison, and Mr. S. S. Jack 
nominated Mr. Andrew Asiiton. Upon 
the vote being taken Shaw received 78 
votes, Buekmaster 65, Ashton 8, and 
Rowett 1. A committee of three, con- 
sisting of Messrs, Hopkins, Buckmas- 
ter and Ashton, to conduct the Speak- 
er elect to the chair, waa appointed, 
and, upon being presented to the 
House, he made a brief address. 


At the afternoon session of tho house 


Gen. Dutton was elected clerk without 
any trouble 
Then a resolution was in- 


troduced declaring all of the other nom- 
inees of the republican caucus to be 
officers of tbe bouse. This thajdemo^ 
crata resisted and began filibustering, 
which they kept up until 7 o'clock. 
They wanted to vote on each office sep- 
erately, in the hope of having one of 
their candidates elected. At lait the 
republicans agreed to divide tbe resolu- 
tion, eo as to vote separately on four 
groups of officers. This was assented 
to by the democrat* and resulted in the 
election of all the republican nominees. 
Tbe filibustering waa conducted mains 
ly by Jim Herrington^and Tom Mer- 
ritt, and all they accomplished was to 
waste a half a day in unless talk. A 
resolution was adopted providing for 
tbe canvass of the vot« for state officers 
in joint session to-morro. The gov- 
ernor's mesage will prooWy tie sent in 
seme time to-morrow. The senatorial 
question will not down, it ia uppermost 
all the time. The republicans will hold 
a caucus to-morrow evening to consider 
the matter , but the democrat* and in- 
dependents are mutually distrustful of 
each other. The time of their caucus 
is not T«t fixed, and each seems to be 
waiting on the other. There are tome 
of the democrat* who will swallow any- 
thing to beat Logan, bat there are oth- 
ers who are very offish.
